With your Bible or YouVersion.com, read John 14:16-17 and John 16:7. 

These verses describe why Jesus sent the Holy Spirit to be among us and to 

interact in our lives. The Holy Spirit is not a thing or an "it," He is a part of 

the person of God. 

» Why is having the Holy Spirit being active in our lives such an important part of our walk 

with Christ? 
"» How is the Holy Spirit being in us better than having Jesus on earth with us? 

Read Acts 19:1-2 and Acts 7:51. 

These verses show that many of us are living a Spirit-less life by either not 
being aware of the Holy Spirit or resisting the Holy Spirit. 

► In what ways are you living a Spirit-less life currently? 

Read John 16:12-13, Isaiah 30:31, and John 16:8-9. 

These verses show how the Holy Spirit is the voice of God we need to guide us. 

» When you think back, can you see a time when the Holy Spirit was leading you? 

» During those times, did He comfort, counsel, or convict you? 

» Describe how you need His presence in your life. 

» What steps are you willing to take to live a Spirit-filled life?
